AN INTUITING LETTER 
FRON THE TEXAS COAST 


Rockport, Texas, March 5. 
To the Ada News:

“Tnat was the year he established his 
ranch in the Bad Lands of Dakota and 
Nebraska. 
Had I known that young 
fellow was booked for the presidency 
of the United States I certainly would 
have cultivated his acquaintance more 
than I did. 
“The most conspicuous parts of him 
then, as now, were his glasses and his 
big teeth. 
I remember his

into camp and his initiatloi as a cow 
puncher. 
It is always the custom to 
get, for the tenderfoot 
to

Roosevelt, 
on getting astride the wild horse, was 
mighty soon dumped off. 
He 
was 
thrown time and time again, but per 
slated until he succeeded in breaking 
the animal to ride, and when he came 
back to camp he let out a war whoop 
worthy of a true buckaroo. 
That ex­ 
pel ience gained for him the respect 
of the older cowboys, who looked with 
haughty disdain upon a tenderfoot.

air in the form of molecules composed 
of united atoms, are spli* apart by the 
sun s heal.

It applies to all the lived stars 
as well as the sun. and is thus a gen­ 
eral law of nature.

UNCLE SAM'S UNIQUE CORD 


T h e P e c a lU r T w in e A lw n ji r u e d In Hie 
Htnte D e p a rtm e n t. 
“Though the State Department has 
been using a distinctive cord for tyiug 
up its official papers for over sixty 
years.” explained an old official of that 
department, “known as ‘official cord,’ 
I have never seen a reference to It In 
any newspaper or other publication. 
The cord is about tin* usual size, and 
is made of silk, of three colors, inter- 
twlued. risl, white and blue. 
As is 
well known, the other departments of 
the Government nae red 
tape, 
and 
many of tiiem use considerable of if. 
in various ways. 
Tin* State Depart­ 
ment, uh far as I can learn, has al­ 
ways used the ‘official cord.’ which is 
much more patriotic in appearance cer­ 
tainly. and i* as strong for all pur­ 
poses. 
The origin of the official cord 
is a m atter of considerable conjecture, 
and as far as I have been able to dis­ 
cover. 
is 
somewhat misty. 
It is 
known for a certainty that it has been 
used since 1SJ5. for there are bundles 
of the official papers in the Stat** De­ 
partm ent to d ay which are tied ttp^ 
with the red, white and blue cord. and' 
there are reasons for believing that it 
was used even before then. 
Every 
L n ib d States legation, consular office 
and consular agent has used it on ail 
official papers which have been sent to 
Washington 
from 
all parts of the 
world, for the State Department has 
always supplied it to the legations for 
that purpose. 
Every now and then 
Presidents have ttsisl official cords in 
tying tip their messages aud reports 
which they have from time 
t o time 
sent to Congress, and many of them 
have always kept a ball of it on their 
desks, though some have not. 
I per­ 
sonally know that Presidents Buchan­ 
an, Lincoln and G rant constantly used 
it. 
So did President Hayes, Arthur 
and Cleveland. 
I do not remember 
iliat Generals Garfield and Harrison 
used it. .but President Cleveland did. 
and President Roosevelt very frequent­ 
ly uses it. I also know that every oft} 
eial paper that all of the President* 
since IHLI received front the State De 
partmcnt has been tied tip with tile 
official cord in preference to tile red 
tape us«hI iii all of the other depart­ 
ments. 
The State Department has its 
own way of transacting business, and 
it has always used official cord. 
For 
similar 
reasons it has 
never taken 
kindly to typewritten papers, and lins 
never used the typewriter on any com­ 
munication ever sent to a foreign Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Ii sticks to the old style of 
pen-written pa liers, and as closely a s 
possible to the style in every way to 
those used by th** fathers of our Gov­ 
ernment. 
Even the paper is the sault 
size and shape, all communications to 
foreign Governments h**ing on a paper 
a I tout one inch wider and a couple of 
inches longer than the ordinary legal 
cap in general use. The State Depart­ 
ment. however, uses tin* typewriter tot 
all official papers except those sent to 
foreign Government*.”—New 
Orleans

Presidents have used official cords in 
tying up their messages aud reports 
which they have from time to time 
sent to Congress, and many of them

It.' So did President Hayes, Arthur 
aud Cleveland. 
I do not remember 


that Generals Gatiicld and Harrison 
used it, .but President Cleveland did, 
and President Roosevelt very frequent- 
ly uses it. I also know that every offl 
elal paper that all of the Presidents 
since 1845 received from the State De- 
partment has been tied up with the 
official cord In preference to tbo red 
tape used in all ot tho other depart- 
ments. The State Department has Its 
own way of transacting business, and 
It has always used official cord. 
For 


similar reasons It has never taken 
kindly to typewritten papers, aud has 
never used tho tvpcwrltor on any i-om- 
munleation ever sent to a toieign Gov- 
ornuieut 
It sticks to the old style ol 


pen-wiltten papeis. and as closely as 
possible to tho st>Ie In every waj to 
those used by thp tatheis ot our Gov- 
ernment. Even tho paper is the same 
sl/.o and shape all fommuniciUlons to 
foreign Governments being on a papoi 
about one inch wider and a couple of 
inches longer than the ordinary legal 
cap in general u«e. The State Depart- 
ment, how-over, uses the typewriter for 
all official papers except those sent to 
foreign Governments."—New Oilcans 
Times-Democrat.

It. 
So did President Hayes, Arthur 


and Cleveland. 
I do not remember 


that Generals Gat Held and Hurriso«i 
used it, .but President CJe\ eland did, 
and President Roosevelt very frequent- 
ly uses It. I also know thnt every offl 
clal paper that all of the Presidents 
since 1845 received from the State De- 
partment Juts boen tied np with the 
official cord Iu preference to tbo red 
tape used in all ol the other depart- 
ments. The State Department has its 
own way of transacting business, and 
It has always used official cord. For 
similar reasons it has never taken 
kindly to typewritten papers, and Ims 
never used th« typewriter on any com-

pen-wiltten papets. and as closely as 
possible to the stj le In every waj to 
those used by th? t.itheis ol our Gov- 
ernment.
